CARS THAT RUN ON BOOZE? COMPANY RECYCLING 
BANNED CAFFEINATED ENERGY DRINKS INTO FUEL

Truckloads of Four Loko and other alcohol-laced 
energy drinks are being recycled into ethanol 
and other products after federal authorities told 
manufacturers the beverages were dangerous and 
caused users to become “wide-awake drunk.” 
Wholesalers from Virginia, North Caro- 
lina, Maryland and other East Coast 
states started sending cases of the high- 
alcohol, caffeinated malt beverages 
to MXI Environmental Services in 
Virginia after the Food and Drug 
Administration announced a crack- 
down on the sale of such beverages in 
November. 

Brian Potter, vice president of op- 
erations at MXFs facility in Abingdon, 
said about a couple hundred truck- 
loads of the drinks would be coming 
to the plant. Each truck holds 2,000 
cases of the 23.5-ounce cans. 

MXI Enterprises is one of three fa- 
cilities in the U.S. that recycle ethanol, 
according to the American Coalition for 
Ethanol, an industry group. Potter said 
Thursday that his competitors also are 
taking shipments of the drinks. 

“We’re equipped to process four truck-

loads a day, and we’re at full capacity” he said. 
“There are about 30 different products involved, 
and we’ve only seen a couple of them at this point. 
It could go on for several months.” 

The FDA issued warning letters to four com- 
panies Nov 17 saying the beverages’ combination 
of caffeine and alcohol can lead to a “wide-awake 
drunk.” The agency called the caffeine an “un- 
safe food additive.” Warning letters were sent to 
Chicago-based Phusion Projects, Charge Bever- 
ages Corp., New Century Brewing Co. and United 
Brands Company Inc. 

FDA Commissioner Margaret Hamburg said at 
the time that consuming the drinks has led to alco- 
hol poisoning, car accidents and assaults. 

Health experts have raised concerns that caffeine 
can mask a person’s perception of intoxication, lead- 
ing them to drink more than they typically would 
before passing out. Many of those who consume the 
drinks are college-age and underage drinkers. 

The four companies decided to pull their bev- 
erages from stores or reformulate them to remove 
caffeine or other stimulants after the FDA’s ruling. 
Under pressure from states’ attorneys general, An- 
heuser-Busch and MillerCoors removed their Bud 
Extra, Tilt and Sparks drinks from the market two

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Apple launches app store for Mac computers

Apple is launching an applications store for Mac com- 
puters, replicating a model that proved wildly popular 
on its iPhones. 

Apple is hoping to capitalize on Macs’ surging sales 
as it aims to change the way software is sold for its 
computers— centralizing distribution, simplifying 
discovery and leaving Apple as a gatekeeper of sorts. 

The Mac App Store, similar to the iPhone App 
Store and linked to iTunes accounts, went live Thurs- 
day, offering more than 1,000 apps, or programs. The 
store is launching in 90 countries with paid and free 
apps in areas such as games, design and education. 

Phil Schiller, Apple’s senior vice president of mar- 
keting, highlighted the ease of use of the store, which 


he said will be familiar to anyone who has bought 
iPhone apps. 

Apple hopes to lure new software developers 
to the Mac, Schiller said, and simplify access « 
to programs, which users currently buy in disk 
format or download from websites. 

He said the success of the iPhone app store 
“absolutely exceeded our expectations,” but 
declined to make any predictions for the Mac 
store. 

Long-time Apple watcher Tim Bajarin of 
Creative Strategies called the Mac app store “an 
important milestone for the industry that puts 
a nail in the coffin of shrink wrapped apps and 
moves them now to direct downloads.” 


He predicted that Apple’s PC rivals will move to 
adopt a similar model.

“Out of all of these offers, I could be satisfied with maybe a 
$30,000 -a-year job and an apartment of my own, and to hell with 
the rest,” ^^lliams told “Access Hollywood” on Thursday “My kids ... 
the/re still in Columbus, Ohio; I just want to be around them. They 
can benefit from the fruits of anything that comes up.” 

^JGlHams’ discovery is particularly uplifting amid our depressed 
economy I can only hope he continues to dodge the demons that 
nearly destroyed him in the past. 

But no matter how his story ends, Williams is a testament to the 
positive power of viral video that also elevated “Britain’s Got Talent” 
standout Susan Boyle from a reclusive woman who’d all but buried her 
youthful dreams to an international singing star.

THE CALL 

OBAMA’S SELECTION OF MAYOR’S BROTHER 
FOR HIS CHIEF OF STAFF STIRS DEBATE

Does President Obama’s appointment of Wil- 
liam Daley as his new chief of staff keep the 
White House perilously top-heavy with Chica- 
goans? 

Grover Norquist, the president of Ameri- 
cans for Tax Reform, thinks so. “If everybody 
sitting in the White House is from a lo-mile 
radius of Chicago, it gives you a skewed view of 
how the country works,” he said Thursday ‘And 
then they sit there and wonder why the country 
doesn’t agree with what they’re doing and what 
they’re saying. 

“It’s not good to have all your eggs in one bas- 
ket. It is a big, big country, and it cannot be run 
by a small group of people from a small town.” 

But the mayor of that “small town” thinks 
otherwise. 

Mayor Daley— William’s brother— said 
Thursday: “John F. Kennedy brought people 
from Massachusetts. Richard Nixon brought 
people from California. Ronald Reagan 
brought people from California. Jimmy Carter 
brought people from Georgia. Bush brought 
people from Texas. Clinton brought people 
from Arkansas. 

“Sure you do, bring people that you know 
and you can work with,” he said. “There’s noth- 
ing wrong with that.” 

James Thurber, a political scientist at Ameri- 
can University in Washington, dismissed com- 
plaints that William Daley will be one more 


member of a “Chicago mafia” in the White 
House. He said that Obama and Daley don’t 
know each other well and that Daley is not mere- 
ly a Chicagoan, but an experienced hand who 
has run a major federal agency, the Commerce 
Department under President Bill Clinton. 

Stylistically, there will be differences be- 
tween Daley and Rahm Emanuel, Obama’s first 
chief of staff, who now is running for Chicago 
mayor. Don’t look for Daley to mail a dead fish 
to a pollster, as Emanuel once did. “Daley is a 
gentleman. I think he’s tough, but he doesn’t 
need to blow up and yell at people to lead,” 
Thurber said. 

At Princeton University historian Julian Zel- 
izer said it’s common for chief executives to 
face criticism for encircling themselves with 
advisers from home. “There’s always this kind 
of attack that the president is surrounded by an 
insular group that doesn’t allow him to see what 
the rest of America is thinking,” he said. 

But Zelizer said William Daley transcends 
Chicago politics. “He has experience in Wash- 
ington, and he’s a veteran political operator. So 
he brings the best of both worlds.” 

Ken Duberstein, a chief of staff to President 
Ronald Reagan, agreed. A Washington lobby- 
ist who serves with William Daley on Boeing’s 
board, he said, “Bill Daley may be of Chicago 
and from Chicago, but he has spent an awful 
lot of time in Washington, DC., New York and 
elsewhere.”

Voting scandal rocks Pepsi Refresh Project

Good fortune, if not magic, shined on Carol 
Schultz’s Guardian Angels Feline Rescue in 
October. 

The South Elgin cat shelter won $50,000 
in the Pepsi Refresh Project, a monthly online 
voting contest, by clinching one of the top 10 
slots in its category Schultz planned to spend 
some of the money on an addition to her 
home to accommodate the growing number 


of felines she said people leave on her lawn. 

But now, Schultz is having to defend her- 
self against accusations about how the shelter 
got those votes. Ann Goody, the curator of 
Three Ring Ranch Exotic Animal Sanctuary 
in Hawaii— it finished in nth place, one spot 
outside the prize money— is sharing e-mails 
apparently from Schultz that acknowledge 
paying an overseas contact to boost her totals. 

Schultz issued a response, saying she 


“found myself making stuff up to get 
{Goody} off my back.” Schultz previously 
told the Tribune she didn’t know the propri- 
etor of the overseas firm, referred to by some 
as “Mr. Magic,” and did not make any pay- 
ment to him. And, Schultz called Goody “a 
sore loser.” 

Similar voting controversies have cast a pall 
over what at first blush appears to be an inno- 
vative, democratic way to hand out millions of 


dollars for worthy projects. 

Goody said Pepsi should either “clean {the 
project] up or shut it down.” 

Pepsi spokesman Peter Land said vote-buy- 
ing tactics would, at the very least, violate “the 
spirit of the project.” A company official said 
it will investigate the latest allegations.

Daley slams proposed Taste fee

Mayor Daley on Thursday threw cold wa- 
ter on a proposal to charge $20 to get into 
Taste of Chicago. 

Daley stopped short of saying he would 
reject the plan by the Celebrate Chicago 
group outright, but called the admission 
fee of $20 for nights and weekends “unac- 
ceptable.” 

The Illinois Restaurant Association 
teamed up with two concert promoters to 
put in the only bid after Daley’s request for 
someone to take over running the annual 
summertime smorgasbord and six other 
lakefront festivals for at least three years. 


The Celebrate Chicago group includes 
Jam Productions and AEG Live, which 
puts on California’s Coachella Valley Mu- 
sic & Arts Festival and co-produces the 
New Orleans Jazz & Heritage Festival. 

The group’s plan calls for a $20 admis-

Acknowledging Thursday that traffic head- 
aches from the Wacker Drive project are 
more severe than suggested earlier this week, 
city officials announced changes to help im- 
prove the flow. 

Street parking is being eliminated on sec- 
tions of Lake, Jefferson and Canal streets, ac- 
cording to the Chicago Department of Trans- 
portation. 

In addition, more traffic signals near the 
work zone are being retimed; a “free-flow” 
left-turn lane is being established on east- 
bound Lake Street onto eastbound Wacker 
for use when traffic backs up on Lake; and 
more bus stops are being relocated, CDOT 
officials said. 

Some 13 CTA bus routes have been rerout- 
ed due to the construction. 

On Monday Upper Wacker was closed 
between Lake and Madison streets as the 
second phase of Wacker reconstruction be- 
gan between Randolph and Monroe streets 
through the end of the year. 

The Wacker-Randolph Street and Wacker- 
Washington Street intersections are com- 
pletely closed. Franklin Street has been con- 
verted to two-way traffic from Wacker to Van 
Buren Street. 

Next year, work will commence on the sec- 
tion from Monroe to Van Buren Street. 

City officials advise motorists to avoid the 
Kennedy Expressway exit at Washington 
Street. 

Instead, it’s recommended that drivers exit 
at Ogden Avenue, Ohio Street and Jackson 
Boulevard, if possible. 

Washington remains open to Clinton 
Street. The east-west portions of Wacker and 
Lake Shore Drive also are recommended as 
alternate routes, officials said.

A country divided 


□ Several million people will decide in 
the next week or so whether to give 
birth to the world’s newest nation. 

They will cast ballots on whether to 
declare independence at polling stations 
sprinkled across the vast, flat plains of 
Southern Sudan, an East African landscape 
long plagued by chaos. 

War and famine have ravaged genera- 
tions in the south for as long as anyone can 
remember. Fighting forced more people 
from their homes than in any other nation 
on Earth, historians say Hope remained 
elusive. 

Yet the vote has given many southerners 



the rare sense of exhilaration that is borne 
of new beginnings. 

From Jan. 9-15, the Christians and ani- 
mists in the autonomous region of South- 
ern Sudan will vote on whether to declare 
independence from a northern government 
dominated by Arab Muslims. The two sides 
fought a war that killed 2 million people 
from 1983-2005, when a peace treaty set the 
stage for the upcoming vote. 

Nearly 4 million people have registered 
to cast ballots. Few doubt the outcome. 

“I have not encountered a single South- 
ern Sudanese who is interested in voting 
for unity I would say at least 98 percent of 
them will vote for separation,” said Ezekiel 
Fol Gatkuoth, a former foot soldier in the 


southern rebel force who now leads the 
Southern Sudan’s mission in the U.S. “This 
is what we have been flghting for, for more 
than 50 years.” 

Jeremiah Awin says he spent more than 
10 years flghting with southern rebels. He 
has no desire to pick up a gun again. 

“Now is the time for peace,” he said in 
the bustling southern capital, Juba. “I will 
vote safely for separation.” 

Voters will receive a ballot with two pic- 
tures: One hand signifies independence, 
two hands a unified Sudan. 

Most everyone agrees that the majority 
of southerners will choose independence, 
but there is less certainty about what will 
happen after the votes are tallied.

When yours truly spent a year in 
jail in the late ’90s-framed by the 
Hamburglar, that’s all I will say-the food 
was unworthy of the metal trays on 
which it was served. The prison theme 
of nearly 1-year-old Ukrainian Village 
bar Lockdown hardly screams high-end 
burgers, but that’s what’s attempted 
in this nod to hell. A particularly vocal 
reader demanded I go, so go I did. 

The burger: The cartoonishly mas- 
sive Death Sentence ($15) features two 
10-ounce, medium rare Angus beef pat- 
ties that offered merely tasteless mass. 

The bun: You know pretzel buns often 
make my heart sing. Lockdown’s fla- 
vorful-enough bun has a good size and 
consistency, but its greasiness had my 
pores crying for mercy. 

The fixings: Caramelized onions and 
yellow Cheddar on the Death Sentence 
make little impact. Same goes for the 
thin quail egg and white Cheddar on 
the Buffalo Bill ($13), which does best its 
beef counterpart. Like the idea, warden, 
but the execution needs work. 

Everything eise: Fries aren’t as crispy 
as I prefer; baked mac and cheese ($2 
upcharge) is more promising. Most 
burgers (but not the Death Sentence or 
Buffalo Bill) are half-price on Tuesdays. 

Burgerelli’s bottom line: You will not 
starve. Lockdown’s trying to be, sigh, 
badass, but Kuma’s title of best metal 
burger bar is safe.
